As you know, on June 14 th , the County Board of Supervisors unanimously approved a motion declaring homelessness 
to be a Statewide humanitarian crisis: http://file.lacounty.gov/bos/supdocs/104986.pdf, and sent a five-signature letter to 
the California Assembly and Senate asking them to pass resolutions urging the Governor to declare a state of 
emergency in California: http://file.lacounty.gov/bos/supdocs/104987.pdf. 


On June 30, 2016, the California Assembly passed House Resolution 56 (Santiago, Ting) http://www.leginfo.ca.gov/pub/ 
15-16/bill/asm/ab_0051-0100/hr_56_bill_20160630_amended_asm_v98.pdf, urging the Governor to declare a State of 
Emergency. 


California Senate Resolution 84 (Isadore Hall) has just been introduced http://www.leginfo.ca.gov/pub/15- 
16/bill/sen/sb_0051-0100/sr_84_bill_20160804_introduced.pdf, which also urges the Governor to declare a State of 
Emergency, and which we anticipate will be heard and approved in the next few weeks. The California State Association 
of Counties and Urban Counties of California are listed as supporters, as well as the 24,305 persons across California 
that have signed the change.org petition (it’s up to 24,699 as I type this).
